Pasteurization Is Held To Be a Necessary 
Evil By Burnaby Physician 


Vancouver, July 10,—Pasteurization of milk and cream is a neces- 
sury evil and it tends to make the producer careless of sanitatior 
in his plant, Dr, J. W. McIntosh, medical health officer for the 
municipality of Burnaby, told the provincial milk commission. 
which opened its inquiry here yesterday, into conditions in the 
dairy industry on the coast. Even pasteurization did not make milk 
necessarily harmless, said Dr, McIntosh, He favored a system of 
education of milk producers and supervision of their plants with 
the object of making pasteurization unnecessary. Milk direct from 


the cow was preferable to pasteurized products, he said.—Calyary 
Herald,
